I pointed out that speed wis necessary, 
and that I thought the addition of other people to the section wuld 
increase the diffloulty of securing clearance from the Committers 
and the Congresses 


Town most strongly not to recomwnd that the 
Seoretary of State be inoluded in this section, but emphasized that 
this was my personal feeling in the matter, and that I was not 
speaking for the Director in this instenos.
